States by foreign nations today were 
virtually relegated to the classifica­ 
tion of unrecoverable assets by Sec­ 
retary of the 'Treasury Morgenthau. 
In a summary of the adm inistra­ 
tion’s financial affairs during the 
fiscal year just ended, the secretary 
significantly omitted any mention 
of the foreign obligations in list­ 
ing a number of items which ulti­ 
mately could be used to reduce the 
public debt. 
With the federal government “in 
the red” by $33,750.000,000, Morgen- I 
thau enumerated $8.750,000.000 i n ! 
assets that could be used as an off­ 
set to the public debt. 
These represented $4.000.000.000 in ! 
loans to home-owners, farmers, rail­ 
roads, banks, insurance companies, 
states and municipalities; the $2,-1 
000,000.000 stabilization fund, and a 
$2.700,000,000 cash balance in the 
treasury vaults. 
M orgenthau 
also 
characterized 
public buildings, work projeccts and 
land acquisitions as “true assets” of 
the government although they are 
carried as “expenditures” on the 
federal ledger books. 
Failure by the secretary to include 
the long-standing foreign credits as 
part of the recoverable assets indi­ 
cated the treasury has little hope of 
their collection. 
Although the latest treasury state­ 
m ent lists the federal deficit at 
nearly 
$5,000.000.000. 
M orgenthau 
contended the excess of expenditures 
over receipts during the 1936 fiscal

While across the face of Miss 
Hayes ran the gamut of emotions, 
the bushy-haired, co-author of “The 
F ro n t Page.” and former Chicago 
newspaperman chuckled as he iden­ 
tified thirty or more messages writ­ 
ten to Miss Frink before and after 
their marriage in 1920. 
In contrast to Miss Hayes, the 
plump, blond Miss Frink appeared 
entirely unconcerned. 
Miss Frink j 
filed the suit more than four years ; 
ago, charging Miss Hayes had stolen ; 
the love of MacArthur and had 
broken up her home. 
MacArthur was questioned by At- ! 
tom ev Sam Golan, counsel for the j 
plaintiff. 
W ithout hesitation, the co-author i 
of “Lulu Belle” and other hits, ad- | 
m itted authorship of the letters, 
telegrams and notes addressed to 
Miss Frink, many of them contain­ 
ing endearing phrases.
